1. ALTHOUGH THE CONTRACT AREAS OF NATOMAS IN INDIA AND 
ASHLAND IN BANGLADESH DO NOT APPEAR TO OVERLAP, ACCORDING TO 
GEOGRAPHIC COORDINATES PROVIDED BY MR. A. MACKAY, NATOMAS 
REPRESENTATIVE, AND COORDINATES PROVIDED IN REF. C, PART OF 
THE EASTERN BOUNDARY OF THE NATOMAS CONTRACT AREA FOLLOWS GOI'S 
ORIGINAL APPROXIMATE MEDIAN LINE AND THE CONTRACT AREAS MEET 
AT ONE POINT, I.E., 21 DEGREES 00 MINUTES BY 89 DEGREES 15 
MINUTES. ACCORDING TO INFORMATION CONTAINED IN THE NATOMAS/ 
CARLSBERG CONTRACT, THE LINE CONNECTING POINTS 5 AND 6 (SEE 
BELOW) REPRESENTS THE GOI'S ORIGINAL APPROXIMATE MEDIAN 
LINE BETWEEN INDIA AND BANGLADESH. THE FOLLOWING ARE 
GEOGRAPHIC COORDINATES IN DEGREES AND MINUTES FOR THE NATOMAS 
CONTRACT AREA:

2. AN EARLY MARITIME BOUNDARY AGREEMENT BETWEEN INDIA AND 
BANGLADESH APPEARS TO BE EVEN MORE EXPEDIENT IN VIEW OF THE 
PROGRESS BEING MADE BY NATOMAS. MR. MACKAY SAID THE PRELIMINARY 
SEISMIC SURVEY WORK IN THEIR CONTRACT AREA WAS COMPLETED LAST 
NOVEMBER. THIS WORK INCLUDED SEISMIC SHOTS ALONG 2500 LINE 
MILES ON A 6X4 MILE GRID EXCLUSIVE OF APPROXIMATELY 10 MILES 
INSIDE THE CONTRACT AREA'S EASTERN BOUNDARY NEAR THE APPRO- 
XIMATE MEDIAN LINE. THE PRELIMINARY SEISMIC DATA REVEALED A 
POSSIBLE OIL BEARING STRUCTURE AND DETAILED SURVEYS IN THIS AREA 
HAVE EITHER STARTED OR ARE ABUT TO COMMENCE. THE SEISMIC SURVEY 
SHIP LEFT RANGOON FEBRUARY 21-22 AND SHOULD BE ON LOCATION TO 
CONDUCT THE DETAILED SURVEY AT THIS TIME. MR. MACKAY SAID THE 
POSSILE OIL BEARING STRUCTURE DOES NOT APPEAR TO LIE WITHIN OR 
NEAR THE EASTERN BORDER OF THE CONTRACT AREA. INFORMATION CON- 
TAINED IN THIS PARAGRAPH PROVIDED ON CONFIDENTIAL BASIS. PLEASE 
PROTECT. 

3. ONE INTERESTING INSERTION IN THE NATOMAS/CARLSBERG CONTRACT 
IS NOTED QUOTE: IF THE PETROLEUM OPERATIONS UNDER THIS CONTRACT 
INDICATE THE EXISTENCE OR THE LIKELIHOOD OF THE EXISTENCE OF ANY 
GEOLOGICAL PETROLEUM OR NATURAL GAS STRUCTURE/FIELD, WHICH 
EXTENDS OR MAY EXTEND ACROSS THE APPROXIMATE MEDIAN LINE BETWEEN 
INDIA AND BANGLADESH, FURTHER PETROLEUM OPERATION INSOFAR AS 
THIS STRUCTURE OR FIELD IS CONCERNED SHALL NOT PROCEED WITHOUT 
PRIOR WRITTEN CONSENT OF THE GOI. UNQUOTE. 

COMMENT: IN VIEW OF THE ENCOURAGING REPORTS OF THE DISCOVERY 
OF A POSSIBLE OIL BEARING STRUCTURE BY THE NATOMAS/CARLSBERG 
GROUP, IT SEEMS THE INDIANS WILL BE LESS INCLINED TO CONCEDE 
MUCH OF THEIR TERRITORY AND MAY VERY WELL TAKE A MUCH HARDER 
LINE TOWARD A COMPROMISE SOLUTION IN THE THIRD ROUND OF TALKS, 
WHICH ACCORDING TO PRESS REPORTS ARE NOW UNDERWAY IN DELHI 
WITH THE BANGLADESH SIX-MAN DELEGATIONS HEADED BY FOREIGN 
SECRETARY AHMED. 
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
